Rt. 30 Accident 
Gives Driver of 
Truck The Jitters' 
Lady Luck rode on the lap 


of an Oswego, N. Y., truck 
driver last night when his 
semi-trailer truck loaded, with 
ammunition sideswiped an- 
other truck and plunged into 
a ditch beside Rt 30, but did 
not explode. 


The other truck went into a 


ditch about 500 feet west of the 
crash site but neither driver was 
hurt. The Dixon Rural Fire Pro- 
tection District truck stood by 
the wrecked ammunition truck to 
douse any fire that might start. 


From Savanna 


David Rookey, 23, driver of the 


government-leased truck, report- 
edly was hauling a full load of 60 
millimeter mortar shells from the 
Savanna Ordnance depot to Jersey 
City, N.J. None of the ammuni- 
tion spilled from the trailer de- 
spiU the force of the crash which 
split the top of the trailer and 
partially crushed the cab Rookey 
was riding in. 


The other driver was Ronald B. 


Dibble, 21, Rt. 3, Joliet. Rookey 
was visibly shaken by the ex- 
perience. He shuddered from the 
nervous reaction of having sur- 
vived the crash. 


Headed East 


According to Rookey he was 


headed east on Rt. 30 about four 
and one-half miles cast of Rt. 52 
at 7:20 p.m. when the other truck 
approached partially in the wrong 
lane. The two semis crashed ana 
the rear tractor wheels of each 
apparently locked. 


A set of wheels from the Rookey 


ammunition-laden t r a i l e r were 
flung to the norjth side of the high- 
way -while the truck spun around 
and plunged into the ditch on the 
south side of the pavement. The 
trailer broke loose, turned on its 
left side and partially crushed the 
truck cab. Rookey related crawl- 
ing out of the wreck. "I was 
shaking so bad I couldn't stand 
up," he said.

This should be a foot higher than

This 
will give you an additional 7 
square foet of storage space in a 
single garage or approximately 120 
square feet in a double garage. 


Easy to Build 


The construction of this handy

In deciding what to store in the

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'Good Citizen's' Murder 


Should Arouse Community 


Nobody in the Schuster family could have realized it at 


the time, but it was an unhappy day when someone tacked 
up a "Wanted'' poster of Willie Sutton, the nation's most 
notorious bank robber, in the elder Schuster's Brooklyn 
tailor shop. 


His son, Arnold, 24, mild-mannered, bespectacled veteran 


of Coast Guard service in World War II. apparently'looked 
at that "flyer" often enough to fix "Willie the Actor's"- face 
well in mind. 


Riding in the subway in Brooklyn a few weeks ago, young 


Schuster saw a man who appeared vaguely familiar. Sud- 
denly his memory clicked and he realized it was Sutton. He 
trailed the robber from the subway until he spotted a police 
car. He told the officers his story, and eventually they 
picked up Sutton and arrested him.

What spurred Schuster to act on his hunch we can only 


guess. It may have been published reports that $70,000 re-' 
ward awaited the man who could point out Sutton. Or maybe 
he had a streak of the "private eye" in him.

His first lesson in the brutalities of life came when the 


police version of Button's capture made no mention of Arnold 
Schuster, giving instead full credit to the arresting officers. 
Schuster had to hire a lawyer and stir up a fuss before the 
police, two days later, finally acknowledged that the young 
man had supplied a "wonderful tip." 


This belated recognition turned out to be a hollow vic- 


tory, however, when it was learned that reports of ft fat re- 
ward were false and Schuster would get nothing for his 
pains. Nothing, that is, unless you count a proposed "alert- 
ness" award from a TV "private eye" program. 


Schuster shortly faded from public notice, but he was 


not forgotten in certain special quarters. 'After Button's 
arrest, two of'his underworld friends were also seized. Quite 
evidently, all this was more than some man or men could 
bear.

Not many nights ago, while he wscs walking alone about

What a tragic commentary this makes on life in, a great 


American city. From the forces of law and order, Schuster 
got nothing for his display of public-spirited conduct. Their 
reluctance to admit his tip was a pitiful show. But from the 
gangland he dared to challenge, the young man got the re- 
ward that ruffians know so-well how to deal out. 


Some weeks'ago citizens of the New York area were in 


a highly indignant state'over the accidental deaths of people 
in neighboring Elizabeth, N. J. Following a series of air 
crashes, they were ready to paralyze the nation's greatest 
air center to prevent more such "outrages" from occurring 
near major city airports. 


One is compelled to hope that similar public indignation, 


and what is more effective, police action—will follow upon 
this outrage of a different sort, the deliberate murder of an 
innocent young man in brutal retaliation for being a good 
citizen. For doing the police department's job and identify- 
ing a hunted criminal who lived for two years within a few 
blocks of a police station. 


If wrongs like this cannot swiftly be righted, then life in 


Americas greatest community may one day become too cal- 
lous to be endured by decent citizens. 


WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Commerce S e c r e t a r y

Ship-Selling Bonanza Now Ended 


Investigation of ex-Congressman Joe Casey's three- 


million-dollar profit on the resale of surplus government 
ships brings out the sad news there's no chance for any- 
one else to make a killing like that now. Disposal of gov- 
ernment ships as surplus was stopped when the ship sale 
law expired on Jan. 1, 1951. 


Today the Maritime Administration has only seven 


hulls authorized for sale as scrap. They're mostly World 
War I ships and are part of the 30 ships carried on the 
Maritime Administration inventory as scuttled, sunk, or 
scrap. 


The total reserve fleet numbers 1393 ships. There 


are 1021 Liberties and 342 military auxiliaries—troop car- 


riers and attack transports. 
Of these, 134 were put in 


mothballs at the end of their war sen-ice, without repairs. 
They'd need a good bit of overhaul before being put back 
in active service, but they're still considered useful. 


Neaily 700 ships in the reserve fleet were put back 


In active service when the Korean war broke out', and 
to haul Marshall plan and military assistance to Europe. 
The 160 Victory ships, faster than the Liberties, were 
chartered to private shipping lines. The government's 
National Shipping Authority operates over 500 Liberty 


j Ships. They saved the government about 90 million dol- 
lars haulirig Marshall Plan cargo. 


AH told, the government's reserve fleet—including 


those now on active sen-ice—numbers 2247 usable hulls. 


"Rust" Is Really Hull Preservative ' 


People who drive by the eight Maritime Administra- 


tion moorings where reserve ships are anchored frequently 
write in to complain that the ships are "rusting away." 
Or else they ask, "Why aren't the ships sold to relieve the 
scrap shortage?" 


Reason given for the rusty appearance Is that every- 


thing above water is now painted with a new lead oxide 
and oil paint which is the color of rust But is actually a 
better presen-ative than anything so far discovered. 


• New methods of hull preservation have also been per- 


fected, involving electroplating. The ship hull is given a 
negative electric charge. Metal ingots, dunked in salt 
water, alongside carry the positive charge. Flow of the 
electric current between the two gives the hulls a protect- 
ive coating which is rust resistant so long as the hulls are 
moored in fresh water. 


Sooner Solon Now Carries Less Weight 


Senator Robert S. Kerr of Oklahoma isn't the man he 


used to be. He's 27 pounds lighter. This reduction in 
weight has nothing to do with the senator's entry in the 
Nebraska primaries as a Democratic candidate for the 
presidency. It goes back to last August. 


At the end of a hot Washington summer, the senator 


arbitrarily decided his .252 pounds were too much to carry 
around. So he started pushing back from the table a 
little sooner, passing up the second helpings. Also, he now 


walks for about an hour before coming to work. Those 
are his only diet secrets, which have cut his weight down 
to a mere 225. He says he feels better, too.

Emotions Major Factor in 
Curing Ulcerative Colitis

Neat Playing Won This Hand

"The members of our lunch- 


time bridge foursome enjoy the 
. many interesting hands that ap- 
pear in your column," writes Mar- 
tin B. Smith, of Baton Rouge, la. 
"Here's a hand we played re- 
cently that may be interesting 
enough for the column. 


"North's free bid of one spade 


inducec South to make the risky, 
probing 
bid of one no-trump. 


North's equally risky raise to two 
no-trump (he might have re-bid 
spades), combined with. West's 
silence, caused South to wind up 
at an apparently unmakeablc con- 
tract of three no-trump. 


"South's heart (the seven, to be 


specific) sank when West led the 
king of hearts. But East followed 
suit with the four of hearts in- 
stead or beginning an un-block 
with the nine. West continued 
with the ace of hearts, but now 
there was nothing that East could 
do to un-block the suit. He was 
obliged to win the third round of 
the suit with the ten. 


"East then went into a deep 


study and finally returned the 
eigh* of clubs. South could count 
eight tricks if all went, well—five 
spade.", two diamonds, and a club 
—and therefore needed a second 
club trick for his contract. 


"He knew he was down three if 


West got the lead, so he put up the 
ace of clubs. Great was the fall 
thereon Now, .when the spades 
produced five tricks, South had 
ten tricks on a hand that should 
have been set." 


The 
hand 
was 
very neatly 


played by South. He needed two 
club tricks, but not necessarily the 


first two. If the ace of clubs 
dropped only small cards In the- 
suit, he could continue with a low 
club. 


If East had the king of clubs, 


he could take the trick but would 
still be unable to get to his part- 
ner'.- hand. Thus this play would 
make game even if the club finesse 
happened to be onside. 


No play would work if the club 


finesse were offside, unless the 
king happened to be blank. South's 
calculation was good, and his play 
deserved success. 


I'm afraid I can't say equally 


complimentary things about East's 
defense. He should have begun 
an automatic signal with the nine 
of hearts, and then an un-block of 
the ten would be "lear on the 
next trick. West would have taken 
the first six tricks.

Ulcerative colitis is fortunately 


a comparatively rare condition, bu 
one about which several reader 
have asked me to write. It is a dis 
ease involving the lower part o 
the digestive tract known as th 
large intestine. 


Actually, It is probably not cor 


rect to speak of it as a singl 
disease since there are severa 
varieties which behave somcwha 
differently and which may require 
different kinds of treatment. In 
practically 
all 
kinds, however 


quick*" healing and recovery is rar< 
so that long-time treatment, unde 
a physician's care, is required. 


The cause -or causes of ulcera 


live colitis are still not entirely 
understood. Infection may play 
part, but there is no agreement on 
any one germ, and some different 
of opinion on the importance o; 
infection in the general picture. 


Among other possible causes 


which have been investigated is 
the emotional factor. Here, too 
there is doubt as to whether this 
is an original cause, but almost 
certainly after Ulcerative colitis 
has begun, emotional stress or 
strain can and does aggravate the 
symptoms which are already pres- 
ent. 


A. more complete understanding 


however, of what causes Ulcerative 
colitis to develop in the first place 
and what prevents its more rapic 
healing is badly needed. 


When a patient is found to have 


Ulcerative colitis, the usual pro- 
cedure is to try medical treatment 
first. It has been stated that in one 
form of the disease, not more than 
five or ten out of one hundred will 
need surgery. In other forms, sur- 
gery should not be delayed too 
long, if medical treatment does not 
bring good results fairly prompt- 
iy. 


The medical treatment includes 


rest, diet, nursing 
care, blood 


transfusions, and in some cases it 
may require the administration of 
drugs or hormones. 


TREATMENT VARIES 


The exact methods to use, of 


course, depend on the individual 
circumstances, but blood transfu- 
sions may be particularly mention- 
ed here since patients with Ulcera- 
tive colitis usually lose a good 
deal of blood, and may need several 
transfusions during acute stages 
of the disease. 


Drug treatment in many cases 


includes one or more of the sulfa 
drugs, penicillin or aureomycin, 
and in some cases ACTH or corti- 
sone. None of these is always cur- 
ative, but they have proved of 
help in some cases. 


Those people with Ulcerative co- 


litis who do not respond well to 
medical treatment 
may require 


surgery. The nature of the surgery 
depends on the location of the ul- 
cerations in the large intestine, the 
age and physical condition of the 
patient, and many other factors. 
However, even in this severe dis- 
ease, the careful uso of such medi- 
cal or surgical measures as seems 
indicated, brings improvement to 
most of those unfortunates who 
have become sufferers from ulcer- 
auve colitis.

Curtain Stretching 


Most window curtains are due for a spring cleaning very shortly. 


Just in time conies a report of a icsearch project earned out by the 
Oklahoma Experiment Station, on this problem of curtain washing 
and stretching. 


The tests carried out showed that over-stre,tching for drying is 


the cause of much fabric damage. In fact, the Station disagreed 
completely with the usual directions: Measure before washing, wash 
by hand, then reshape or stretch to original dimensions. 


Nylon, orlon anad spun glass re- 


quires no reshaping or stretching 
on frames. Cotton and rayon mar- 
quisettes, however, come out well 
jif dried on stretchers. But these 
two fabrics cannot be stretched to 
their original size, because laun- 
dering causes some shrinkage.

ing .but shrinkage continued with 
several launderings. 


To save such damage, the 


housewife can readily see that she 
must mal{e generous allowance for 
shrinkage when she buys or .makes 
these curtains. Then in washing 
she will not be over-stretching 
and reducing curtain fabric life. 


As for washing, most marqui- 


settes, except spun glass, may be 
safely machine washed by proper 
methods. Enclose curtains in mesh 
bags; use plenty 
of 
lukewarm 


wter, and good detergent and run 
the machine only the few minutes 
necessary to remove soil. Two 
rinses of a minute each, were used 
in the 
Station tests. After 10 


washings in this manner, the cur- 
tains in the test showed a little 
or no wear. 


March Garden Notes 


Lee Somers, extension specialist 


5n gardening suggests that: In 
March one cut out all four-year- 
old cane of currant and gooseber- 
ries. Their bearing years are past. 
You can tell them by their great- 
er diameter, darker color and rag- 
ged bark. 
At the 
same time, 


Somers suggests you remove the 
smaller, weaker stems 
of last 


year's growth. Leave the six or 
eight stronger canes. 


Consider those rhubarb plants, 


after six or more years, the rhu>- 
barb plants tend to become weak 
and unproductive. They need to 
be taken up, divided and replant- 
ed. Choose only the best plants 
for propagation and destroy the 
others. 
Make the division just 


as the buds push 
through the 


ground in early spring. 


The hardy, cool-season, quickly 


maturing vegetable crops cannot 
and will not endure the full heat 
of summer. For this reason they 
need ^o be planted as soon as the 
soil is dry enough to be worked in 
spring. By early April we need 
to be thinking about getting this 
group of 
vegetables planted. 


These vegetables consist of peas, 
bpinach, radishes, leaf lettuce, tur- 
nips and gz-een onions from sets.

WASHINGTON, (AP)—Interna 


Revenue workers' explanations of 
five-figure spending on four-figure 
salaries were assessed today as 
"unbelievable" by house investi- 
gators of tax scatidals. 


The Ways and Means subcom- 


mittee headed by Rep. King (D 
Calif.) cantered its latest inquiry 
on personal finanaces of three em- 
ployes of the New York City tax 
office. 


One appeared before the sub- 


committee yesterday but refused 
to answer all questions. Another 
told how he won enough at gamb- 
ling to cover $18,350 he spent in 
a year his government salary was 
$3,500. The third, agents reported, 
put $41,600 into the stock market 
between 1944 and 1946 when his 
annual paycheck was $3,900. 


Chairman King summed up" the 


subcommittee's reaction to the 
hectic day: 


"A pattern has emerged of high- 


ly unusual sources of funds. Large 
horse race winnings, bridge sys- 
tems, caches of currency and loans 
and gifts from relatives have been 
used to explain expenditures far 
beyond salaries. 


"Reasonable people are forced 


to conclude that in the aggregate 
at least these explanations are un- 
believable."
